DECLARATION BY THE ALLIES. 


The following declaration, issued by His 
Majesty's Government, has approved by, 
end is issuéd w.th the coneurrence of the 
French, Russian, and Italian Governments, 
who are issuing declarations to the same 

<tr — 

“The Be.zian Government have solemnly 
tested to “the civilised world against the Fa 
raids conducted by the German authorities in 
Be!grum. 

The Allies of Belgium associate themselves 
with that protest, ‘and, further desiring to 
place on record their sense of che debt which 
they ow: to her unite in making the fallowing 
declaration :— 

When the sudden invasion of Belgium, long 
prepared by the Central Empires, attained ite 
temporary success, the Allies agreed that the 
provisionimg and maintenauce of the Belgiun 
people remaining in the occupied territories 
was a duty overriding al] considerations of im- 

nediate military interests. When, therefore, 
th, Belgian Government set on foot the work 
of relief, and entrusted it to a neutral com- 
mission for relief in Belgium, the Allied 
Governments pledged themselves to the sup- 
port of that Commussion. As soon as the finan- 

al resources of the Belgian Government were 
shausted, the Allies provided rums for the 
continuation of the work. They have fur- 
nished the Commission with Bs Al and áil 
other necessary facilities. Further, they have 
done their utmost through the neutral Com- 
mission to protect Belgian industry from the 
disastrous consequcnees of invasion. They 
have facilitated exports to neutral countries 
and the transinission of funds to Belgium for 
wages and for the upk of factories. They 
have repeatedly made gé at to the Germans 
which would have further Belgian 
indus and trade under the care of the 
Neutral Commission, und would have allowed 
the importation of raw materials into Bel- 
gium, But these offers have met with ne 
reply. 

The Alles cal. this to mind, not as taking 
credit to themselves, but in order to show 
what bas been their consistent policy. They 
nave laboured to protect Belgium so far as 
vossible from the effects of the war, and they 
ave sotight no advantage for themselves from

The following declaration, issued by His 
Majesty's Government, has approved by.

The ‘Begian Government have Se nn 
tested to the civilised. world against the slave 
raids conducted by the German authorities in 
Belgium. 

Th A Allies of Belgium associate themselves 
with that protest, and, further desiring to 
place on record their sense of the debt which 
they ows to her unite in making the following 
declaration :— 

When the sudden invasion of Belgium, long 
prepared by the Central Empires, attained its 
temporary success, the Allies agreed that the 
provisioning and maintenance of the Belgian 
people remaining in the occupied territories 
was a duty overriding all considerations of im- 
mediate military interests. When, therefore, 
the Belgian Government set on foot the work 
of relief, and entrusted it to a neutral com- 
mission for relief in Belgium, the Allied 
Governments pledged themselves to the sup- 
port of that Commussion. As soon as the finan- 
cal resources of the ment were 
exhausted, the Allies provided tums for the 
ontinuation of the work. They have fur- 
nished the Commission with ehipping and Áil! 
other necessary facilities. Further, they have 
done their utmost through the neutral Com- 
mission to protect Belgian industry from the 
disastrous consequences of invasion. They 
have facilitated exports to neutral countries 
and the transmission of funds to Belgium for 
wages and for the upkeep of factories. They 
have repeatedly made offers to the Germans 
which would have further Belgian 
indus and trade under the care of the 
Neutral Commission, und would have 
the importation of raw materials into Bel- 
gium, But these offers have met with ne 


reply. 

The Allies cali this to mind, not as taking 
credit to themselves, but in order to show 
what bas been their consistent policy.

mah in our public life who is better aware 
of the defects of his own qualities than 


sympathetic handling, at least as much as 
on anything else, depend our prospects of 
victory. He recognises that weakness in 
desiring that, in the constitution of the 
new War Council which he proposes, there 
should be associated with himself and his 
colleagues a Lubour representative. If he 
thus recognises the defects of his own 
qualities, we may be sure that he is no 
less ready to recognise the qualities of Mr. 
Asquith's defects. The Prime Minister 
has been well described as posse@sing a 
still unapproached capacity to act as a 
composing and unifying influence among 
the many tendencies to faction and class 
conflict which have somehow to be checked 
in the United Kingdom as they have in 
every other belligerent State. It is 
worthy of note that Mr. Henderson, whom 
Mr. Lloyd George desires to be a member 
of the supreme War Council, has just de- 
clared that Mr. Asquith has more power 
to reconcile’ such differences than any 
other statesman we possess. The trouble 
is that the present system gives freer play 
to the defects than to the qualities. The 
driving-force which Mr. Lloyd George and 
those whom he desires to associate with him- 
self as his personal colleagues in the con- 
duct of the war would import into that 
conduct is stifled. The composing in- 
fluence which is Mr. Asquith’s chief 
asset is disastrous when it is introduced 
into the -council-chamber where critical 
ilecisions have to be taken instantly if op- 
portunities are not to be lost for ever. 

Mr. Lloyd George, therefore, proposes, 
in all sincerity as we believe, a scheme 
which will retain every source of power 
the Cabinet already possesses while making 
material addition to its personal strength ; 
which will preserve its elements of 
strength in their proper spheres, while ex- 
cluding its elements of weakness from the 
spheres on which they at present infringe. 
His proposal that Mr. Asquith should not 
be a member of the new War Council is 
based upon the assumption that the Prime 
Minister has sufficient cares of a general 
character without devoting himself 
wholly, as the Council must be devoted if 
it is to be effective, to the daily task of 
organising victory. The comception of Mr. 
Lloyd George’s attitudé as that of holding 
a pistol to the head of Mr. Asquith, and 
inviting him to reduce himself to the posi- 
tion of a Prime Minister fainéant, under 
peril of the complete disruption of the 
Government, is simply libellous. Heated 
suggestions of that character will not help 
towards the solution of the problem which 
Mr. Lloyd George does invite Mr. Asquith 
to solve—which is that of reconciling his 
general supervision of affairs with the 
freedom of the body specifically charged 
with the conduct of the war day by day. 
It is obviously a difficult problem, but it 
can, and must, be solved. From the fact 
that he has decided for reconstruction, it 
may be assumed that the Prime Minister 
consents to Mr. Lioyd George’s proposal 
in principle. If the question of translat- 
ing it into practice can be successfully 
settled, no difficulty is likely to arise over 
the personnel of the new War Council. 
The general belief in the Lobby yesterday 
was that Sir Edward Carson will not be 
included in it. The Political Correspondent 
of The Times, however, says definitely that 
“Sir Edward§ Carson's inclusion may be 
taken as a proposal on which Mr. Lloyd 
George and those who are acting with him 
intend to insist.” If new blood is to be 
infused into the War Council, Sir Edward 
Carson's title to inclusion in it is pre 
emient. 


Municipal Politics. 
The death of Sir George Moyers brings 


to mind a piece of the political history of 
the Dublin Corporation. It is recalled 


the record of more than thirty years, Sir 
George Moyers was the last Lord Mayor 
of Dublin to entertain the Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland at the Mansion House. Since 
the close of his term the Nationalist 
majority in the Corporation has always 
reserved the Lord Mayoralty to its own 
party nominees. The effect of this prac- 
tice has been that on many occasions the 
position has been occupied’ by men who 
have not represented the. substantia] in- 
terests of the city, and whose standing in 
the community was not that which, accord- 
ing to preconceived ideas, is required 
in the Lord Mayor of an ancient and 
capital city. From time to time the feel- 
ing of the community of Dublin as a whole 
has been definitely and unmistakably in 
favour of the election as Lord Mayor of 
some eminent and respected citizen, but the 
cliques at the City Hall refused repeatedly 
to give effect to that feeling.

SIR GEORGE MOYERS, D.L. 

We announce with regret the death of Sir 
Geerge _Mogers, which occurred at an earl 
hour yesterday morning at his residence, 
Belgrave square, Monkstown. His health had

he was under the care of Dr. Garrett, of 
Kingstown. On Friday last his illness took a 
serious turn, but jt was not then regarded as 
likely to ve fa. His death resulted from 
heart failure. Sir George Moyers was a son 
of Mr. William Moyers,.of Fortfield, County 
Dublin, and was born in 1836, eighty years 
ago. He received his early education at 
Bellvue House, Clifton (Bristol), and at the 
close of his school days entered Trinity College, 
Dublin. Deciding to adopt his father’s calling, 

ugh the Engineering School, and 
B.A. in 1856, taking later the 
- He acted for some time as 
architect to Mr. E. H. Carson, C.E., Harcourt 
street, Dublin, and at a later period he went 
to London, Where he practised on his own 
account; but on the death of his father he 
returned to Dublin and succeeded to his well- 
established business. Some of the most im- 
portant buildings in the city were cons 
under Sir George's direction. He took a keen 
interest in municipel affairs, and in 1869 he 
became a member of the Pembroke Township 
Commissioners, and for well nigh a quarter of 
a century he took an active part in the 
management of that township. Elected an 
alderman of the South City Ward, he was 
chosen in 1880 to succeed the late Mr. E. 
Dwyer Gray as Lord Mayor of Dublin. As 
Lord Mayor he had the honour of entertaining 
Lord Cowpér, th» Lori Lieutenant of that day, 
and Lady Cowper. During his mayoralty the 
Social Science thapa held its twenty-fifth 
session in Trinity College, and its success whs 
attributable in large measure to his hospi- 
tality, direct participation in the work, and 
his organisation of the citizens, which pre- 
paced the way for its reception. On October 
he opened the South City Markets in 
State.

GRIEVANCES OF RETIRED 
TEACHERS. 


MR. DUKE AND THEIR 


PENSIONS. 
In the House of Commons last night, 


of affairs ought to be changed, 
fore, a decision was arrived at that the pay- 
ment of salary should be made monthly 


The present proposal of 
a supplemental estimate was designed to give 
effect. to this decision. 


MR. DEVLIN. 


Mr. DEVLIN said that the Irish members 
appreciated the generous spirit in which Mr. 
Duke had approached the question of the pay- 
ment of salaries to Irish teachers monthly 
instead of quarterly, and the warmth of the 
efforts he made in securing for the elementary 
teachers of Ireland a war bonus. The teachers 
of Ireland thanked him for the influence he 
had exercised with the Treasury to ensure 
that women teachers should be placed on the 
same basis as men teachers. He (Mr. Devlin) 
desired to take advantage of the opportunity 
to raise the question of pensions to teachers 
in Ireland. It was a pity when Mr. Duke 
took in hand the question of Irish teachers’ 
salaries, and manifested sympathy with the 
teachers in Ireland, that he did not also take 
up the question of ex-teachers’ pensions. He 
(Mr. Devlin) put a question that day to the 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, in which he asked 
if the average pension paid to male and female 
teachers in Ireland was about £40, which 
worked out at a present value of about £16 
or £17 per annum. He believed the Chief 
Secretary agreed with the figures. He now put 
it to the Chief Secretary whether he thought 
£16 or £17 a year was sufficient t maintain 
an ex-teacher who had given good services to 
the State in a position of comfort or im a 
position of respectability. No one could 
possibly live on that amount. (Hear, hear.) 
He had been working out the figures, and he) 
found that, if the Treasury gave a‘ bonus of! 
3s. to the pensioned teachers, it would only 
mean about £15,000 a year. Everyone ad- 
mitted m these days of economic stress that 
it was a vital matter that the State should 
be a model employer, and should show an 
exampie in providing employment throughout 
the country. He confessed that in regard to 
the treatment of teachers in Ireland the State 
could not claim to be a model employer. In 
addition to that, the State ought .to treat 
fairly and generously servants who had given 
meritorious service im one of the most vita! 
concerns of the welfare of the nation—viz., 
the mental and moral development of children. 
The treatment of these people had been any- 
thing but fair and reasonable. When the 
Treasury came to calculate the amount of 


‘pension whieh ought to be paid they based 


it om the salaries paid to the teachers 
at a time when the late Chancellor of the 
Exchequer—the present War Minister—stated 
that the payment of Irish National Teachers 
was a public scandal. It was on the basis of 
those scandalously inadequate salaries that the 
pensions were calculated. 
THE RETIRED TEACHERS’ CASE. 

A country which was now engaged in a great 
war, in which it was now spending six millions 
a day, ought to be ashamed of itself in expect- 
ing teachers, who had spent their whole lives 
in the public service, and in whose hands was 
the moulding and fashioning of generations of 
the public, to live, or rather to starve, respéct- 
ably upon an income of £16 or £17 a year. He 
stated the other day that many of . these 
teachers in Ireland were in the workhouse. The 
statement was subsequently contradicted by an 
official of Dublin Castle. He (Mr. Devlin) made 
the statement on information he received. Per- 
haps he exaggerated the number. But, perhaps, 
the Chief Secretary for Ireland would explain 
how an ex-teacher in Ireland could live out of 
the workhouse on such a pension as had been 
indicated to him (Mr. Devlin) that day in 
answer to his question, The bonus to pensioned 
teachers only involved something like £15,000 a 
year, and he appealed to the Chief Secretary 
to exercise his influence with the Government 
in order to compel the Treasury to pay this in- 
finiteamal! sum to those poor, men Bae | women, 
who had now reached an age when they had to 
depend upon this grant for their livelihood. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. FIELD supported the appeal. 


MH. DUKE. 


Mr. DUKE, in reply, said that the fact that 
the country was spending six millions a day on 
the war might be urged as an argument that 
the national expenditure should not be further 
increased. There were public grounds of a 
most convincing character with regard to Irish 
teachers, not male only, but also female 
teachers, which made it imperative that the 
wages that were necessary for the work they 
were doing should be increased. If it were a 
question of personal feeling only he would be 
inclined to accede to the request of Mr. Devin: 
but it was not a question of persona! feeling. 
He could not imerease pensions in one quarter 
witheut increasing them im another quarter. To 
embark upon a proposal of that kind because 
the rate of pension paid was an exceedingly 
moderate one would lead tó trouble, and much 
as he regretted it, he could not say anything in 
response to Mr. Devlin’s appeal other than that 
it could not be done. 

Mr. DEVLIN asked Mr. Duke to make an 
official appeal to the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to grant the sum. _He appealed to the 
Chief Secretary not to close the door entirely 
on this matter. It was supported by the unit d 
representation of Ireland. There was no mein- 
ber of the Irish Party who did not fee! strongly 
on the subject. They had been told that. when 
Irish members came to that House and made a 
reasonable dqmand, it would be conceded. Here 
was a united ‘demand from Ireland on a matter 
of justice, and a matter of such deep concern 
that he did not see how it could possibly be re- 
fused. He asked Mr. Duke to associate his 
name with this simple act of justice to these 
poor people in Ireland.

IRISH PRISONERS AND MILITARY 
SERVICE. 


In replying to questions by Mr. Dillon on the 
Irish political prisoners, 

Mr. SAMUEL said a small number of the 
prisoners detained at Frongoch had been resi- 
dent im England, and came within the pro- 
visions of the Military Service Act. The fact 
that they had taken part in the Irish insurrec- 
tion in no way relieved them from those obliga- 
tions, and when the military authority called 
them for service it had necessarily to be decided 
that they should be reléased from internment 
for that purpose. As I stated in the House of 
Commons on 16th November, in answer to a 
question put to me by the hon. member for the 
Harbour Division, a number of the men at 
Frongoch refused to answer their names when 
the roll was called, and otherwise combined to 


conceal the identity of certain persons who were 
charged with the evasion of military service. 


In consequence it was found necessary to take 
measures. 
Mr. DILLON—Is it not a fact that the hut 


commanders in the camp were informed by the 
commandant that a roll was to be called for 
the purpose of identifying these men, and were 
they not thereby informed that they were asked 
to act as informers to agsist in getting their 
comrades arrested ? 


Mr. SAMUEL-—I believe the commandant did 
inform the men of the reason before taking the 


roll call. 


Mr. DILLON—He mmst be very ignorant of 
an Irish crowd if he thought they would give 


the information he required. 


Mr. BYRNE—Is the right hon. gentleman 
aware that over three hundred men are in the 
South Camp at present, being punished for this 
offence; and can he say when they are to be 
released from this unhealthy camp?

A. White Paper issued last night shows that
